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the judgments which ſome of my friends have

ulted in my doubts about poetical matters. And 
now, Sir, I come, according to my promiſe, 
to confult vou about the preference which ſe- 


vera! partifans of the Roman fatiriſts have given 
to their reſpective favourite authors, and to 


know from you, which of them are in the 


right, or rather, whether they are not all in the 
wrong. - You know very well, Sir, that Rigal- 
tius, Scaliger the Elder, Lipſius, and Holiday 


prefer Juvenal to Horace and Perſius; that Da- 


eier, Heinſius, Monſ. de la Bruyere, and ſeve- 
ral others, prefer Horace and Juvenal, and Mr. 
Dryden prefers Horace for inſtruction, and Ju- 
venal for delight, becauſe he is moſt delighted 
With him, and fo makes his own taſte the ar- 


gument for | preferring him. ; But, tho' we 
Thould grant, Sir, that the generality of readers 


are more delighted with Javenal , than they 
are with Horace, becauſe Dryden is more de- 
lighted with him, yet is it not very much to be 
queſtioned, whether the author who, gives the 


moſt general delight is the moſt delightful au-

Dryden is in the 
wrong, where he affirms, that the Roman ſa- 
tire had its accompliſhment in Juvenal? For is 
there not reaſon to believe, that the true Ro- 
man ſatire is of the comic kind, and was an 
imitation of the old Athenian comedies, in 
which Lucilius firſt ſignalized himſelf , and 
which was afterwards perfected by Horace, 
and that Juvenal afterwards ſtarted a new ſati- 
re, which was of the tragic kind? Horace who 
wrote as Lucilius had done before him, in imi- 
tation of the old comedy, endeavours to cor- 
rect the follies, and errors, and epidemic vices! 
of his readers, which is the buſineſs of come- 


dy. Juvenal attacks the, pernicious outrageous 
paſſions, and the abominable monftrons crimes: 
of ſeveral of his coteimporaries, or of thoſe: 


who lived in the age before him, which is the 


buſineſs of - tragedy. Horace argues, inſinua- 


tes, engages, rallies, ſmiles; Juvenal exclaims, 
apoſtrophizes, exaggerates, Taſhes, ſtabs. There 
is, in Horace, almoſt every-where an agreeable 
mixture of good ſenſe and true pleafantry, ſo 
that he has every- where the principal qualities 
ol an excellent comic poet. And there is almoſt 


every-where, in Juvenal, anger, indignation,” 
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rage, diſdain, and the violent emotions and ve- 


hement ſtyle of tragedy. Can there then be a 
| Juſt compariſon made between theſe two ſati- 


riſts, any more than there can be between a 


tragic and a comic poet? If Mr. Dryden were 


now living, would he compare Nat. Lee with 
Etherege, the former of which never touched 
upon comedy, , and the other never attempted | 
tragedy? Would he prefer Nat. Lee to Ethere- 


ge, as he does Juvenal to Horace, becauſe, the 
thoughts of Lee are more elevated than thoſe 


of Etherege, his expreflions more noble and 
more ſonorous, his verſe'more numerous, and 


his words more ſublime and lofty? Would he 
not have believed, that, if Etherege had writ 


Sir Fopling in the ſame ſtyle that Nat. Lee ro- 
te Alexander, he would have been as merry a 
rſon as Penkethman, when he acted Alexan- 


der? Would he not in, all probability have jud- 
ged, that Lee is more delightful to thoſe who 


are more pleaſed. with tragedy than they are 
with comedy; and that Etherege is more de- 


lighiful to thoſe who are better entertained with 


comedy than they are with tragedy? Now, Sir, 
ought we not to make the ſame judgment of 
Horace and Juvenal, and to affirm Horace to 


be more delightful to thoſe who are more plea- 


ſed with comedy than they are with tragedy; 


+ and that Juvenal is more delightful to thoſe 
Tho are better entertained with tragedy than 
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they are with comedy? And, that perhaps, for 
that very reaſon, he was more pleaſing than 


Horace to Mr. Dryden? Will not the tragic ſa- 
tire, which, like tragedy, fetches its notions 


from philoſophy and common ſenſe, be, in all 


probability, more acceptable to Univerlities and 
cloiſters, and all theſe recluſe and contemplati- 
ve men, who paſs moſt of their time in their 
cloſets, all which perſons are ſuppoſed to have 


philoſophy from ſtudy, and common ſenſe from 
nature? And will not the comic ſatiriſt, who o- 
wes no ſinall part of his excellence to his experien- 


ce, that is, to the knowledge of the converſation 
and manners of the men of the world, be, in 


all likelihood, more agreeable to the diſcerning 


part of a court and a great capital, where they 


are capable to taſte and diſcern his beauties by 
the fame experience, which enabled their au- 
thors to produce them? And, above all thing, 


mult it not be agreeable to a polite court, whe- 
re that dexterous inſinuation and fine good ſen-

After eight days journey through Greenland,

Ti: is the third day ſince we came to Rome, 
but the firſt hour 1 have had to write to 
you in. The Journey from Florence coſt us 
four days, one of which was ſpent at Sienna, 
an agreable, clean old city, of no great magui- 
ficence or extent; but in a fine ſituation and 
ood air. What it has moſt conſiderable is its 
- cathedral, a huge pile of marble, blanc and 
white laid alternately, and laboured with a go- 


thic niceneſs and delicacy in the old-faſhioned 
way. Within too are ſome paintings and ſcul- 


ptures of conſiderable hands. The ſight of this, 


and ſome collections that were ſhewed us S 
pri- 


Ne oF. 8 
private houſes, were a ſufficient employment 
or the little time we were to paſs there; and 
the next morning we ſet forward on our jour- 
ney through a country very oddly compoſed. 
For ſome miles you have a continual ſcene of 
little mountains cultivated from top to bottom 
with rows of olive-trees, or elſe elms, each of 
which has its vine twining about it, and mix- 
ing with the branches, and corn ſown between 
all the ranks. This, diverſified with numerous 
ſmall houſes and convents, makes the moſt a- 
greable proſpect in the world; but, all of a 
ſudden, it alters to black barren hills, as far 
as the eye can reach, that ſeem never to have 
been capable of culture, and are as ugly as u- 
ſeleſs. Such is the country for ſome time be- 
fore one comes to mount Radicofani, a terrible 


black hill, on the top of which we were to 


lodge that night. It is very high, and difficult 
of aſcent; and at the foot of it we were much 
embarraſſed by the fall of one of the poor hor- 
ſes that drew us. This accident obliged ano- 


ther.chaiſe, which was coming down, to ſtop _ 


alſo; and out of it peeped a figure in a red 
cloak with a handkerchief tied round its head, 
which, by its voice and mien, ſeemed a fat old 
woman; but, upon its getting out, appeared td 
be Senefino, bio bank papa. 5 eee 
to Sienna, the place of his birth and reſidence. 
On the higheſt part of the mountain is an old 

„„ for- 
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fortreſs, and near it a houſe built by one of the 
Grand Dukes for a hunting-ſeat, but now con- 
verted into an inn. It is the ſhell of a large 
fabrick, but ſuch an inſide, ſuch chambers and 
accommodations, that your cellar is a palace in 
(compariſon; and your cat ſups and lies much 
better than we did; for, it being a Saint's eve, 
there was nothing but eggs. We devoured our 
meager fare, and after (topping up the win- 
dows with the quilts, were obliged to lie upon 
the ſtram- beds in our clothes. Such are the con- 
veniences in a road, that is, as it were, the great 
thoroughfare of all the world. Juſt on the o- 
ther fide of this mountain, at Ponte- Centino, 
one enters the Patrimony of the Church, a moſt 
delicious country, but thinly inhabited. That 
-night brought us to Viterbo, a City of a more 
lively appearance than any we had lately met with. 
The houſes have glaſs-windows, which it not 
very uſual here, and molt of the ſtreets are ter- 
minated by a handſome fountain. Here we 
had the pleaſure of breaking our faſt on the leg 
of an old hare and ſome broiled crows. Next 
morning, in deſcending Mount Viterbo, we 
firſt — (tho' at near thirty miles diſtan- 
ce) the cupola of Sr. Peter's; and a little after 
| began to enter on an old Roman pavement, 
with now and then a ruined tower, or a ſepul- 
chre on each hand. We now had a clear view 
of the City, though not to the beſt advantage, 
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#- the midſt of which is a vaſt obeliſk o 
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as coming along a plain quite upon a level with 


it; however, it appeared very vaſt and ſur- 
rounded with magnificent villas and gardens. 


We ſoon after croſſed the Tiber, a river, that 
ancient Rome made more conſiderable than any 
merit of its own could have done. However, 

it is not contemptibly ſmall, but a good handſo- 
mes ſtream, very deep, yet ſomewhat of a mud- 


dy complexion. The firſt entrance of Rome is 
prodigiouſly ſtriking. It is by a noble gate, de- 
ſigned by Michel Angelo and adorned with 
ſtatues: this brings you into a large _ in 

granite, 
and in front you have at one view two Chur- 


ches of a handſome architecture, and ſo much 
alike that they are called twins, with 3 ſtreets, 
the middlemoſt of which is one of the longeſt 
in Rome. As high as my expectation was rai- 
ſed, I confeſs, the magnificence of this City in- 
finitely ſurpaſſes it. You cannot paſs along a 
 ftreet, but you have views of ſome palace, or 


Church, or ſquare, or fountain, the moſt pi- 
ctureſque and noble one can imagine. We have 


not yet ſet about conſidering its beauties, ancient 


and modern, with attention; but have already 


taken a ſlight tranſient view of ſome of the 


molt remarkable. &. Peters I ſaw the day 
after we arrived, and was ſtruck dumb with 


wonder. I there ſaw the Cardinal D'Auvergne, 
one of the French ones, who, upon oy 
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off his journey, immediately repaired hither to 
offer up his vows at the high altar, and went 
directly into the conclave; the doors of which 
We ſaw opened to him, and all the other im- 
-mured Cardinals came thither to receive hin). 
Upon his entrance they were cloſed again di- 
rectly. It is ſuppoſed they will not come to 
an aggreement about a Pope till after Eaſter, 
though the confinement is very diſagreeable. I 
have hardly Philoſophy enough to 2 the Infi- 
nity of ſine things that are here daily in the 
power of any body that has money, without 
"regretting the want of it, but cuſtom has the 
power of making things eaſy to one. I have 
not yet ſeen his Majeſty of Great - Britain, 
though I have the two boys in the villa Borghe- 
ſe where they go a-ſhooting almoſt every day; 
it was at a diſtance indeed, for we did not choo- 
ſe to meet them, as you may imagine. This 
letter (like all thoſe the Engliſh ſend or recei- 
ve) vill paſs through the hands of that family, 
before it comes to thoſe it was intended for. 
They do it more honour than it deſerves, and 
all they will learn from thence will be, that I 
deſire you to give my duty to my Father, and 
Whatever elſe it is due, and that I am &c.

Today Jam juſt come from paying my a- 
- ** doration at S. Peter's to 3 extraordinary

tremely novel to ſee that vaſt Church, and the 
moſt magnificent in the world, undoubtedly, 
illuminated (for it was night) by thouſand of 
little cryſtal lamps, diſpoſed in the figure of a 
huge croſs at the high altar, and ſeeming to 
hang alone in the air. All the light proceeded 
from this, and had the moſt ſingular effect 
imaginable as one cntered the great door.

girt with a cord, their heads covered with a 


cow| all over only two holes to ſee through 
left. Some of them were all black, others red, 
others white, others party- coloured; theſe we- 


re continually coming and going with their 


tapers and crncifixes before them; and to each 
company, as they arrived and knelt before the 
great altar, were ſhewn from a balcony, at a 


great height, the three wonders, which are, 


you muſt know, the head of the ſpear that 
wounded Chriſt, S. Veronica's handkerchief 
with the miraculous impreſſion of his face u- 
on it, and a piece of the true croſs, on the 


| light of which the people thump their breaſts 
and kiſs the pavement with vaſt devotion. The

1 am to- day juſt returned from Alba, a good 
deal fatigued, for you know the Appian is 
We dined at Pompey's; 
he indeed was gone for a few days to his Tu-

a pregnant ſow, a peacock, a diſh of thruſhes, 
a noble ſcarus juſt freſh from the Tyrrhene, 


and ſome conchylia of the lake with garum 
ſauce: for my part I never eat better at Lucul- 


lu's table. We drank half a-dozen Cyatbi a- 
piece of ancient Alban to Pholoe's health; and 
after bathing and playing an hour at ball, we 


mounted our efſedum again, and proceeded up 
the mount to the temple. The prieſts there en- 


tertained us with an account of a wonderfull 


ſhower of birds eggs, that had fallen two days 
8 e be- 
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before, which had no ſooner touched the 


ground, but they were converted into gudgeons; 


as alſo that the night paſt a dreadfull voice had 
been heard out of the Aachtum, which ſpoke 
Greek during a full half hour, but no body un- 
derſtood it. But quitting my Romanities, to 
your great joy and mine, let me tell you, in 


plain Engliſh, that we come from Albano. The 


preſent town Jies within the incloſure of Pom- 
pey's Villa in ruins. The Appian way runs 
through it, by the {ide of which, a little farther, - 


is a large old tomb, with 5 pyramids upon it, 


which the learned ſuppoſe to be the burying

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the hill Gondolfo are the famous outlets of the 


lake, built with hemn ſtone, a mile and a half

ble in your eyes. This is the proſpect from one 
window of the palace. From another you 
have the whole Campagna, the City Antium, 
and the Tyrrliene ſea (twelve miles diſtant) ſo 
diſtingviſhable, that you may ſee the veſſels 
ſailing upon it.
